EASTERN STATES. 

CiNCiNNATTi, May 13. — There ia no 
telegraphic communication with Akron 
and Dayton, but from tho railroad ofliciala 
it ia uacertainod that tho water fell ao rap- 
idly that the culverts under the railroad 
choked up, creating an imrnenao flood 
whioh finally broke the einhankment and 
ran through the town, tearing down trees 
and waahing away houses. ' Twenty per- 
rons are reported to be killed an'd^a large 
number injured, J. , 

Uavton, Ohio, May 13^ — The storm 
laat night resulted in considerable dam- 
ago, 'Pno rninfall filled both the Miami 
rivers bunk full. The thoroughfares be- 
came a rivor and flooded all the store cel- 
lars, destroying the goods. The big 
Jlianii raised nine feet between 2 o'clock 
and midnight, showing . indications of 
ureat damiigs to thB"fa'rmors and garden- 
era of the valley. The railway bridges 
and culverta were washed out and t'jio 
graph communication shut off from Day- 
ton. Little washouts are reported on 
every road out of Dayton. All kinds of 
eitravagiint rumors, are afloat concerning 
tlio lo39 of life. The reports from Sp'^ing- 
tiald, Ohio, announce similar destruction 
by lightning and flood. 

Xenia, 0,, May 13. — Only the merest 
outlines of the great disaster is yet obtain- 
able from the flood. It appears that tho 
rainfall last night was the moat ever known 
iu that part of the State. It was like a 
lengthened cloud bursting, beginning at 
eight o'clock and continuiug until after ten. 
The Shawnee river, which runs through 
portions of the town, with cottages built on 
its banks, ran to an nnpreoedented height. 
Exactly how the great volume of water aot- 
ed, whether by being dammed and breaking, 
or by its direct course, is not known, but 
from 50 to 100 buildings were swept from 
their foundations and tho inmates suddenly 
found IhemsolTos helplu.ss in au angry flood. 
Flow many lives were lost ia not yet known. 
At 12 :30 p. m. the rescuing party had rescu- 
ed twenty -four bodies. It is estimated that 
a uumber more would yet bo found. Tho 
storm is described as the most disastrous 
ever known in Little Miami. 

Ijjdianapolib. May 13.— The east bound 
pasaengef train on the.Ind{anapolia,.Blobtn: 
iugton aiid Western railroad, wb'idh left here 
at nine o'clock last night, ran into a wash- 
out culvert, near Castle, towards night. 
The engine, bsggago car, aud a flrat pas- 
senger oar, plunged into the abyss. Tho 
engineer, fireman, aud un unknown passen- 
ger were killed, and baggage man and con- 
duutor severely injured. AU the passengers 
were more or loss bruised, but, non? were 
seriously hurt, 

• SPAIN. 
Madbid, May id. — A terrible hurricano 
has ji'st swept across middle Spain, Iu 
this cit.Y, seventy persons are known to have 
been insluQtly killed nud 200 others seri- 
ously injured. The wind struck the city 
with tho BuddenuesB of lightning; a train of 
car.* and cabs were overturned and broken 
into splinters. Roofa were dislodged aud 
telepruph wires torn from their poles. The 
parks in and about the city wore devasted 
aud ia some cases entirely denuded. One 
church tower was blown down; a number of 
houses in tho suburbs were entirely wreck- 
ed, aud many cottages in the outskirts of 
tho capital were blown from their founda- 
tions aud wreokf^d, some so completely 
broken up aud scattered by tho wind that 
they may be said to have simply vanished,

BRITISH BORNEO. 

One nevev realizes the vastneaa of Bri- 
tain's poMcssions 80 much aa when ha be- 
gins to read of some territory of which he 

not only knows next to nothing, but which 
136 hardly kiiowa whether it ia Brilaiii or 
not, For example wo iiud in the British 
Ohamber of Cotnmorco Journal a descrip- 
tion of British North Borneo. Most of us 
have read interesting accounts of the ad- 
Tentures of "Rajah Brooke" in Borneo; 
and have a vafjue idea that Great Britain 
seta up some kind of a claim to sovereignty 
over Sarawak; but few have more than a 
vague conception of the extent and value 
of the British poasessiona in that vast and 
fertile island. The whole island covers 
about 300,000 square miles, of which the 
Dutch own 'all the- southern part. British 
Borneo, the journal named tells us, "ia in 
ahape like an irregular triangle, two sidm 
of it washed by the sea, the apox going 
into the ocean in picturesque splendor. 
, The ooast Una is more than six hundred 
miles In "extent." The British colony of 
Korth Borneo was established in 1881. 
It covers 30,000 square miles of territory, 
and has a population estimated at 150,000. 
Its imports, as reported by the British 
North Borneo Herald, have risen §1G1,- 
000 in 1881 to 862:,000 in 1885, and its 
exports from $146,000 in the former year 
to $388,000 in the latter. Tha prodao- 
tions of the country are varied and valu- 
able. At the approaching Colonial and 
Indian exhibition a display of thece pro- 
ductions vrill be made which, it is said, 
will astonish visitors. In minerals, the 
colony producea Rold, silver, antimony, 
coal and diamonds. Its forests contain 
many trees Valuable for their timber, and 
others, such as the india-rubber, the gut- 
ta-percha and camphor trees, of great 
economic value. Among oultivatod pro- 
ducts are cotton, tubiiooo and the sugar- 
cane. The country is \^ell adapted to all 
those; and, even if the native population 
cannot supply enough laborers India is 
within easy reach, and an abundant sup- 
ply of chtjap labor can be brought thence. 
There ia no doubt that coffBe can be pro- 
fitably grown. The climate of North 
Borneo is moderate and salubrious. The 
thermometer seldom rises above 92 de- 
grees, Diseases which generally make 
life in tropical countries almost unendur- 
able are in Borneo unknown. On the 
whole the accounts of the island are most 
r favorable. 



- ' A SICKLY C0UN7HT. 

A piugular disease has developed itself at 
Peujdeh, called the Penjdeb plague. It 
seems to have attacked at least 90 per cent, 
of the Russian troops in the Valley of the 
Murgbab, It consists of an eruption of 
boils and swellings all over the body, which 
although not seriously injurious to the gen- 
eral state of public health, greatly distresses 
those who are af&icted. The Bussian doc- 
tor 'Who has been appointed to investigate 
the matter, reports that the disease is to be 
attributed to a kind of bacteria found iu the 
air of the valley and which ia blown with 
the dnst and sand upon tho clothes of the 
people. It comes from the water of the 
Murghnb, a single drop of wbioh, the doc- 
tor says, contains not less thiin 8,000,000 of 
these organism B. Thirteen thousand were 
examined. Many deaths have been caused 
by drinking the water of the Miirghab, and 
it is found that the plague may be promul- 
gated by inoculation. The doctor did not 
think the disease one thatpresented seriona 
obataoles to medical skill, and he said where 
immediate healing was necessary, oauteriza- 
'Uon might be resorted to. 

~ "FISHY J' 

The Tiines ia evidently souring towards 
its grit connections in the east. In its 
last issue it attacks Tlie Cdonht for pub 
lishing the remarks of the grit leaders — 
Blake and Mills — on tho trans-Pacific 
steamship scheme. A change has come 
ovtr the spirit of the Times' dream. Not 
siz.months agone it posed as tbe organ of 
Mr.' Blake on the Pacific coast and pre- 
dicted the downfall of the Macdonald ad- 
ministration because it had had thu pluck 
to hang an arch traitor. To-day, in its 
eyes, it is a crime to publish, along with 
others, the comments of the grit leaders 
on tfae steamship project. Mr. Blake and 
Mr, Mills do' not think such a line 
will pay. A few weeks since 
Sir Alexander Campbell expressed 
the same opinion and the Times published 
his remarks ■without comment. "iVhat hnvo 
poor Blake and Mills done — or, rather 
what haven't thoy done to or for tho Tbne^ 
— that it should be a grave offense to repro- 
duce their speeches. We should like to be 
favored with an explanation. Aa his wor- 
ship the Mayor would say, "there's xome- 
ti&n^ fishy in the Timts article." 



Death flrom Overwork, 

London, May 5. — An inquest was 
held today upon the body of Jane 
Shaw, a girl of seventeen, who was em- 
ployed in Margaret Browne's dress- 
making establishment, in Kepple 
street. Evidence waa^addaoed to show 
that owing to the pressure of work 
consequent upon the Dra-ving-roora, 
which was hold to-day, and yesterday's 
function at the Colonial Exhibition, 
llje deceased, with a number of othsr 
girls, were working overtime for near- 
ly every night during tho past fort- 
night, and tb&t last night about 11 
o'clock she fell back in her chair and 
died immediatelj. The girl, who pre- 
sented a very delicate appearance, had 
been working for several daya from § 
o'clock in the morning till nearly mid- 
night, with aborC intermissions for 
meals. Heart disease wa? the cause of 
death, and the coroner, in direstisg -a. 
verdict of death from natural causes, 
told Mrs. Browne that she narrowly 
escaped being indicted for manslaugh- 
ter. Before leaving the court aha was 
served with a aumnaons for infraction 
of the Factory Act by keeping her em- 
ploy6s at work during prohibited hours 
without notifying the inspector.

EASTERN STATES. 

Indianapoiis, May 13 — A storm 
passed over Kempton about 5 :;iO o'clock 
last evening, unroofing houses, tourint; 
down truua, and oarryini; everything 
before it. One man was killed and a 
number are reported aeriously wounded. 
A number of buildings were struck by 
lightning and considerable property de- 
stroyed. ^ 

HAMiLTOif, Ohio, May 13. — A wind 
and thunder storm, which passed over 
Butler county Wednesday night, has out 
off Hamilton from all telegraph, tele- 
phone, railroad, and mail communication 
wifh the outside world, except Cincinnati. 
Reports from the surrounding country 
come in slowly, and are very nieugro. 
Four barns wore struck by lightning and 
tho buildings and contents lost. Seven 
bridges in this county were carried away, 
two railroad bridges on the Cincinnati, 
Richmond and Chioiigo, and two on tho 
ncinnati H. nd D. 

.CiNoiNNATi, O., May 13. — The storm 
of last night, which did such fearful work 
at Xenia, was far retichini;. Hero thero 
has been an unusual electric diHturbiiuoo 
for the past three nights, witli wind, heavy 
rain and hail. Tho Xenia atorni, liow- 
ever, was much more fearful. The rail- 
road embankment rises above the general 
level, and the Shawnee run flows through 
it in a culvert. Last night's rainf^dl was 
entirely too much for tho capacity of the 
culvert. Tho water rose and at last swept 
away the embankment, and with accumu- 
lated force ruahed on the cottages located 
on the banks, and without warning buru 
them from their foundation. At iSprini/- 
fiold the flood was nearly equal in volume, 
but tha drainage was better. East High 
street bridge was undermined and ia a 
mass of ruius. In the eastern and south- 
eastern portions of the city many fami- 
lies were driven from their homes by the 
enoroaohing fluods. Dozens of bridges 
over streams were washed away. Tho 
loss cannot bo estimated, but must bo ex- 
ceedini^ly heavy. At Lebanon, the Metho- 
dist church, Lebanon House, grist mill, 
warehouse and several residences were un- 
roofed. Shade trees were nearly ruined. 
Nearly every railroad across tha state was 
crippled.- Some will require several days 
for repairs. 

Kansas Citv, May 13. — Tho excite- 
ment caused by Tuesday's disaster has 
subsided. The search for tho bodius in 
the ruins has been discontinued, as it is 
considered certain that all have heen re- 
covered. A large number of funerals were 
held to day. One or two of the injured 
are still in a critical condition. 

Columbus, Ohio, May 13. — Arthur ,1. 
Grover, who murdered Gran\illo G. 
Loomis, near Bowling Green, Wood coun- 
ty, in May, 1885, will be executed at Ohio 
penitentiary, between 12 o'clock i.o night 
and 2 o'clock to-morrow morning. 

CoLUMDns, 0., May 13. — A Xonia special 
says there wbb a terrible wind and rain 
storm at 10 o'clock last uiglit. \Vnt(-r blo(^k- 
ed up a bank which gave way siulduuly and 
the llood came dashing through thf- town 
filling Shawnee creek in wares liftcou or 
twenty feet high and swept twenty or thirty 
houses away and did §100,000 'worth of 
damage. The gas works are Eooded and 
the town ia in darkness and terror. Tho 
cries of people in the flooded district are 
awful to hear. Many acts of heroism iu 
saving the drowning are reported. ]3on- 
flres were lighted and the people worked all 
night, and twenty bodies were recovered 
but there is Ktill a number of missing. 
Whole families perished in the flooded dis- 
tricts. Thero -was groat damage to property 
all around the country and tho extent of tho 
damage cannot now be approximated. 

Clbvisland, 0. May 13. — Apartments 
have been engaged at Forest City IlnuKe 
for the convention of the Knights of Labor 
to be held here May 25th. There will be 
175 delegates and meetings will be held iu 
an obscure hall on Ontario street. Pro- 
minent members of the order say that every 
assembly in Ohio with but two oxceptionn 
will vote for Powdorly and arjainst Irr-un, 
at the Richmond oonvontion which meftsiu 
October. 

Indianapolis, May 13.— Tho Wiibaaix, 
St. Louis and I'acific east bound pu-aeii- 
^er train struck a washout «i.x miles bolow 
Lafayette at 2-yO this morning, throwing 
a whole train and seven conches from the 
track. The ears were piled up on each 
other promiscuously, but no one was hurt 
except the baggageman, whoso injuries 
are not serious. Tho baggage and express 
cars are total wrecks. 

Detkoit, May 13. — A special from Ma- 
son gayj that a cold blooded murder wan 
perpetrated in that oity this nfterno.m. 
Gilmau Brown, colored, had trouble with 
his wife which resulted in her leaving him 
and going to live with her father. Tl is 
afternoon while Mrs. Brown and her live 
year old daughter were alone in the honsu 
Brown broke throngh the door and shot 
his wife with a carbine. He then pounded 
her head to a jelly. She' is still alive at 
saven o'clock this evening but cannot 
possibly live. Srown escaped Irom town, 
bat will probably bo captured. Lynching 
is talked of. 

Nkwaygo, Mich., May 13.— Henry PL 
Miller, a farmer sged 70, this morning 
burned down his house and barn, and then 
blew off the right side of his head with an 
old musket because his wife refused to 
mortgage the property, now in her name.

ENGLAND.^ 
London-, May 13. — The house of com- 
mons was crowded this afternoon ia 
auticipatiou of un u.vcited discuiision on 
the resumption of the debate on the home 
rule bill. H. Campbell-Bannerman, war 
secretary, iu reply to Healy .said, the 
statement by Wm. Johnston, loyalist 
member fur South Belfast, that. General 
Lord Wolesley declares if home rule were 
granted Ireland, and he were ordered to 
suppress the Ulster rebellion, he would 
resign, and with 10,000 other British 
officers, join the Ulster rebels, was an ab- 
s\irdity. The secretary added, that Gen. 
Wolaeley authorized him formally to con- 
tradict any statement that-^he (General 
Wolseley) had ever alluded to the sub- 
ject. 

filadstuno, replying to Sir Michael 
llicks- Beach, cou.sorvativn-, stated that 
the governmen*. would propose that the 
debate on tho homo rule bill bo continued 
from day to day, beginning Monday. 

It is stated that Mr. Parnell's reticence 
has caused misapprehension aa to his 
views on tho question of the retention of 
Irish representation at Westminster and 
the nature and extent of the cjncesaions. 
rarnoll believes Labouohere'a references 
to these matters in his recent speeches 
were misreported. Mr. Parnell will speak 
in the course of tho debate on home rule. 

At a convention to-day of the meaibers 
of parliament from tho Scotch bordughs, 
the supporters of Gladstone nsko'.! the 
premier to call a meeting of tho whole 
liberal party including tho malcontents 
for a conference. 

Mr. Gladstone in an interview with Mr. 
Tillingworth, member of parliament, said 
ho thought it would ba best to leave the 
disputed question with the house.

The report of the appointment of 
General Roberts to a military command 
in Ireland is a ridiculous invention.

No 
garrison clmiiges in Ulnter aru contem- 
plated. The Dublin executive report to 
the i;uvernmciit throws discredit on the 
rumors that the Orangemen are prepar- 
iiig to fight. 

IRELAND. 
AR.MAon, May 13. — A largo association 
of loyalists has heen formed hero fur the 
purpose of arming and drilling the oppou 
ents of home rule. The organization ar- 
ranged for the purchase of an ample num 
her of rifles "at 35 shilling apiece, and 
quantities of war material have already 
been obtained and stored. Several bodie 
of men have already been under drill 
some days, and are inereaiing every day, 
and leading greatly it; tho city. Dona 
tions of money have been liberally made 
for the support of the loyalist military 
movement, tho contributions ranging 
from £100 downwards. The loyalists 
everywhere hereabout express the stern 
resolve to resist home rule in any shape.

NOVA SCOTIA. 
BiOBT, N. S., May 13 —The following 
j notice was served upon those in possession 
of tho schooner Divid J. Adams thia 
morning: "To Capt. Scott, commandur 
of tho marine police, and all other per- 
sons '.vhosoover concerned holding or de- 
taining the schooner David J. .^dams: 
Take notice that tho undersignod hereby 
protest and object against the illegal 
seizure and detention of said vessel and 
her appurtenances, and demand imme- 
diate restoration to tho lawful master, and 
further take notice that the owners and 
parties interested in said ves.iel intend to 
hold tho parties who seized said vessel, aa 
well us those who rnay have her in custo- 
dy or detain her, liable for all damages 
coneequerit on her seizure and detention." 
Tho above was aisjnod by Capt. Kinney, 
master of the Adams and countersigned 
and concurred in by Consul-General 
Phelan. Mr. Phelan left Digby at noon 
to-day for Halifax to outer his protest. 
Tho captain and crow of the Adams left 
hero for Boston in tho Htoamahip Secret 
via St. John this evening. A demand for 
the delivery of the vessel was made thia 
afternoon, but the authorities refused to 
deliver her up. 



WASHINGTON, 
Washington, D. 0., May 13.— The 
seizure of the American fishing schoonar 
Adams at Digby, N. S,, was one of tha 
topics considered at tho meeting of the 
cabinet to-day. The secretary of nt:-.tu 
has received a telegram from Consul 
General Phelan, at Halifax, saying ho 
went to Digby and investigated the cir- 
onmstanoes attending' the seizure of the 
Adami, and will foirward a report on the 
subject. !No further action in tho case 
will be taken by this government u itil an 
official report has been received from the 
consul,

Seizure of the Adams Briugiug 
Matters to a Crisis.

Digby, N. S., May 13,— Oapt. Kinney 

and the whole of tho crow belonging to 
the confiscated Gloucester schooner David 
J, Adams, arrived hero to-day from St. 
John. All made their depositions on tho 
seizure of the vessel. Their statements 
were taken in the strictest privacy, being 
written out by men under oath. 

Capt. Scott, of the steamer Lansdowne, 
loft Digby for Halifax at noon, and is 
expected to return again on Friday. 
Chief Officer Hill and one seaman are in 
possession of the schooner this morning. 
High Sheriff Vanblurcom posted tho writ 
of the vice-admiralty court on the main 
mast of the schooner, ^ where it has ro- 
maiiied all day. 

On arrival of Captain Kinney on the 
steamer Secret ho was met by Captain 
Scott, who deinandod the papers of the 
seized vessel. Oaptajn Kinney refused to 
deliver them and came ashore at once. 
Later in tho day Captain Kinney was 
served with a summons by the aherifi 
oommanding him to appear in the su- 
proniu court at Halifax on a ohsrge of 
violation of the Fishery Treaty of 1818, 
and certain acts of parliament. The 
document set forth that the plaintiff. Her 
Majesty, claims £200 for a breach of the 
oonvention. To-morrow Captain Kinney 
will serve a formal protest against tho 
seizure before Captain Daiken, in chargo 
of tho Lansdowne, and Chief Officer Hill, 
Tho latter was in chargo of the schooner 
and will demand her release. 

Captain Soott says tha seizure of the 
Adams will make no difference whatever. 
If I havo a ohanco to seize- half a doson 
vessels to night, I would do so without 
the least hesitation, Consul Gen. Phelan 
thinks the British government has no 
right to hold the Adams so long without 
making known the charges against her. 
He says he could get 00 satisfaction. 

Capt. Kinney said he intended to buy 
bait, hut not to bo used for fishing in 
Canadian waters; and alao denies that 
cinviias wan lucked over the ship's name, 
lie admits that part of the name may 
havo been concealed by the cordage of 
the voa.Hel though not purposely. 

Another fishing schooner, called tho 
Frank Williams, has put into Port Bar- 
riogton, N. S., and claimed the right to 
purchaae bait, on iho ground that they 
had a permit from the collector of customs 
at Gloucester, Mass., to touch and trade 
at any foreign port. The authorities have 
bsen instructed that such permission can- 
not bu given, and to warn the captain 
that he cannot stay in port, but must 
leave according to law. 

Washinoton, May 13. — In the house, 
Eice, of Massachusetts, from the com- 
mittee.pn foreign affairj, reported back 
the resolution requesting the president 
to inform tho house what steps had been 
taken by him to have tho seizure of the 
David J. Adams investigated, and to 
communicate at the earliest prscticable 
day what'were tho. circumstances under 
which tho seizure was made. The report 
was adopted.

Its Details Stuuninrizoit.— Ai!!-^^ 
l>Ic Provision Made for (lie 
Public Illealth. 

The new sanitary bylaw provides in ef- 
fect that tho sanitary committee shall con- 
sist of;.-- the mayor; .and one oouaoiUor;for 
eabli ward/tbat a '» - ' i . 

.■• SiSIXAUY INSPECTOR 

shall ba appointed at such salary as may 
be thought Qt, whose duties it shall be to 
examine any alleged nuisance arising from 
defective drainage or decaying animal 
matter, or other cause, when requested so 
to do by tho committee, mayor, health 
officer, or any citizen, and report thereon 
to the conimittoo, to ass'st the health offi- 
cer when necessary, and to see that the 
bylaw ia strictly enforced; and generally 
to obey and carry out the directions of 
the sanitary committee. A medical 

lIKALTH OFFICKR 

shall alijo bo appointed, being a member 
of the medical profession, at such salary 
ua the council may see fit to provide, 
whose duties shall be to advise the com- 
mittee on all matters relating to the pub- 
lic health, to report on the sanitary con- 
dition of the municipal and other public 
buildings, and to make a general report to 
tho council on or before December 15th 
of each year upon tho sanitary condition 
of the city. The 

OENERAL POWERS 

of the officers named shall be to examine 
into all nuisances, sources of filth and 
causes of sickness, either in the city or in 
any vessel in the harbor that miky be 
deemed injurious to the public liealth, 
and to cause the same to bo destroyed or 
prevented, and to enquire as to articles 
capable of conveying infection or >sonta- 
gion by any moans. Tho officers may 
grant permits for, or restrain the 
removal, of any nuisance or infect- 
ed articles when thought nooossary. 
Any building so filthy as to be a nuisance 
or injurious to health, or any promises 
having any foul ditch, gutter, drain, [>rivy, 
cesspool, or ashpits, in the like condition, 
or having any accumulation of ofl'al filth, 
stagnant water, or other matter, ao per- 
itted to remain as to bo a nuisance or 
injurious, may be entered fur the purposes 
of examination, and removal may bo 
ordered, and any person owning or usini;

Halifax, N. S, May 5.— In the 
House of Assembly this evening, Pro- 
vincial Socretiirj Fii'ldiiif; gave notice 
of resolutions which he .statwl it was 
liia intention to move on a future day, 
to the e fleet ttial owing to the disad- 
vantftgc-.s under which Nova Scotia la- 
bored uiiiceG<)iifo(Ic!r<ition,onauGOunt of 
the teriiiK of iht- Bi iti.sh North Ameri- 
ca Act, comiiint'c' with tho high taiifi 
and the liacal lusss of iho I loiiiinion, 
and as the D.jininiun t.'oveniineut ami 
Parliament Imve never t:urried out the 
request or deeire of the Imijerial Gov- 
ernment and the proniiae of the Right 
Hon. Sir John A. Macdonald'to secure 
for Nova Scotia tho redress to which 
she was entitled. 

"That the luemLers of this branch of 
the Legislaturo of Nova Scotia are of 
opinion, and do hereby declare their 
belief that the financial and commer- 
cial interests of the people of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island would be advanced by 
these Provinces withdrawing from the 
Gsnailiim Fnderation and uniting un- 
der one Government. 

That if it be found impossible after 
negotiations for that purpose to secure 
the co-operation' of the respectiA'o Gov- 
ernments of the sister Provinces in 
withdrawing from Confederation, and 
snteriug instead into a mariiiuie union, 
that this Legialatura deem.s it absolute- 
ly neoessary to ask permisHion from the 
Imperial Parliament to withdraw from 
the union with Canada and return to 
the status of a Province of Great Bri- 
tain with full control vver all fiscal laws 
and tariff regulations within the Pro- 
vince, such as prevailed previous to 
1867. 

That tliis House thus declares its 
opinion and belief in order that candi- 
dates for the suffrages of the people at 
the approaching elections may be en- 
abled to place this vital and important 
question of separation from Canada be- 
fore them for decision at the polls."
